NASSAU, Bahama.s (API — 
Survivors of the cruise slap 
Yarmouth Castle, which burn¬ 
ed and sank Saturday in the 
Bahamas, said fire enveloped 
the vessel so quickly there was 
no warning, and dw vessel was 
poorly equipped to cope with 
disaster. 

"It was a very poorly run 
ship.” said Gerald McDcmeil. 
of Silver S^nings, Md.. one of 
the survivors brought here by 
the cruise ship Bahama Star. 
“I Hunk it's a disgrace. 

“They (Udn't have at^ life 
preaervers in the cabin. The 
ropes had been painted and 
they couldn't lower the boats. 
Hiere were no life rings on 
deck. We had no fire drill. 


Several other survivors said 
they were awakened by 
screams, not by the ship's 
alarm system. 

“I don't know what woke us 
up,” said George tucchisi, €2, 


Lifeboat Stuck 

“We didn't have any warn¬ 
ing. The regular fire alarm 
didn't go off and the overhead 
fire sprinkler didn't work 
either. I heard a man shouting 
and we got out of our cabins.” 

Mr. McDonneU, 36, said he. 
hi-s mother, Martha McDon¬ 
nell, and a brother, Leo, 38, 
jumped into a lifeboat on the 
promenade deck, but It got 
stuck for 10 minutes. 

“While H was stuck.” he 
naid, “a women fell overboard 
from the top deck, brushed my 
mother, bounced o« the gun¬ 
wale of the lifeboat and fell 
into the water. A crewman 
dived in and pulled her into 
the lifeboat,” 


NASSAU, Bahamas (UPD—An ocean cruLsc ship 
loaded with 549 persons — including 15 Canadians — 
bound. ^or a gay weekend in Nasvsau, flamed into a 
nightmarish inferno and sank in the Atlantic Salurday 
with the apparent loss of 91 lives.

•yHE QUESrnON that must Double the whole world 
A today is where Rhot^ia's declaration of inde¬ 
pendence will lead. 

The most pesfimlsDc view is that it..could be the 
spark to set Africa alight in tnter-racial conflict And 
so it could if the Rhodesian Negro population were to 
riae against the small white minoiify, Or if other Afri¬ 
can nations were to rally to try to intervene with 
force. 

The most optimistic outlook is that the economic 
sanctions impost ^y Britain and co-operated in by 
most cA tile other nations of the world will in time, 
and without bloodshed, bring Prime Minister Ian 
Smith's administration to its knees, to be succeeded on 
capitulation one that will guarantee the Negroes 
a larger' and eventuaUy full part in Rhodesia’s self- 
government And even this, as Britain’s Foreign Sec¬ 
retary Michael Stewart ol^rved before the United 
Nations Security Council, will involve as the result 
of the unilatei'aJ declaration “inevitable distress and 
suffering to Rhodesia, including many Rhodesians of 
all races who detest the illegal action and are wholly 
innocent of it” 

In between, there is the pc^ibility that Mr. Smith 
will “get away with it"; that with the aid of South 
Africa and of the Portuguese territory of Mozam¬ 
bique, Rhodesia will be able to survive economically, 
and that as the years go by the country will emerge 
from its international ostracism. Even so, the fire of 
African ^nger and resentment in the rest of the con¬ 
tinent would continue to smoulder. 

None of these alternatives is attractive. Certainly, 
however, the white Commonwealth nations, and the 
major powers in the United Nations, cannot find the 
best solution by advocating or supporting at this time 
any course of action that would help to fan African 
emotions into full flame.

The Somebodies and the Nobodies 


I T IS VERY LIKELY that Singapore’s ambitiwis 
prime minister, Lee Kuan Kew, a man of Chinese 
radL origin, may be having second and remorseful 
thoughts about his precipitate decision to quit the 
Malaysian Fe^ration. 

Last August 7 he announced secession of Singa¬ 
pore from the British-sponsored federation, his hope 
being that by the independence thus achieved he could 
open the door to a wider commerce for Singapore’s 
thriving industries, particularly in Indonesia. For as 
a part of Malaysia, Singapore was enveloped in In¬ 
donesian Pi-esldent Sukarno’s wrath, and a target 
the Red-inclined dictator’s policy to crush the “neo- 
coloni^st state.” 

Since Mr. Lee's unilateral decision, he has seen 
a notable cooling of enthusiasm of capital once hot to 
invest in the thriving Industries of Singapore, formerly 
a British colony and still a bastibn of British military 
strength. He has seen a shift of Investment to Kuala 
Lumpur, and the emergence of the Malaysian capital 
as a challenger to the commercial influence of Singa¬ 
pore. 

Obviously, Prince Abdul Rahman, the prime mini¬ 
ster of Malaysia, invites a gi'eater confidence than his 
rival. Mr. Lee. 

But the saddest blow of ail to Singapore's hope 
of profit frwn severance of ties with Malaysia has 
occurr^ with the up^tting of the Chinese Communist 
applecart in Indonesia, President Sukarno’s loss of 
absolute power to the anti-Communist factions, and 
the resulting hope that Indonesia—during its internal 
convulsions—will forget its antagonism to Malaysia. 
There is a pos.sibillty. although It is still nebulous, that 
a sensible and mutually profitable accord may be 
reached between Kuala Lumpur and Jakarta. 

Meanwhile, over the protests of Peking's friend. 
President Sukarno, popular demand for the outlawing 
of the PKI (Indonesian Communist Party) is swelling 
throughout the republic. , 

In Singapore, Mr. Lee would be well advised to 
go to work and calculate again whether or not by 
reaching for the Indonesian banquet he has not Ic«t 
the Malaysian loaf. For if fiiendly relatioiiif'are re- 
cstablishra between Jakarta and Kuala Lumpur the 
advantages 'a 11I be shaivd by these two, and Singapore, 
proudly Independent, must accept the lesser benefits.

T houghts at Victoria's city hall are beginning to 
turn to the contents of a five-year program of 
development to begui in 1969, or so one may gather 
from ^ report just Issued on the progress of the cur¬ 
rent series of improvements running to that year. 
This can be taken as a mark of enthusiasm among 
civic officials for a system of planning and budgeting 
that allows public works to go forwa^ in steady suc¬ 
cession according to carefully consideri-'d priorities 
and without distressing impacts on the tax rate. 

'There can be no doubt either that Victorians in 
general are enjoying civic pride in new measure with 
the capital budget plan a.s one of the main underly¬ 
ing reasons. 

Less than a third of the way through the present 
live-j^ar prt^ram, the budget approved by the prop¬ 
erty ownera in June, 1964, has already provided the 
Centennial Square carpai'k as one of its^ more eye¬ 
catching products; road construction has phoceeded to 
the tune of S221,000 and part of the work of enclos¬ 
ing Bowker Ci'eek has been completed, and land has 
l>een pui-chased for further road extension and the 
expansion of Topaz Park. 

The schedule for the coming year contains more 
that will enhance Victoria's brightened image as a go- 
ahead city; more road building, the construction of a 
heliport, further work on Bowker Creek, and particu¬ 
larly, as attention-takers, the completim of ^e Bas¬ 
tion Square redevelopment and a ^ginning on urban 
renewal in the Hillsi^, Rose and Bay area. 

This smooth progression of projects bids fair for 
the approval of the fcdlowing flve-year plan also, when 
the next list of works Is put before the voters. The 
planners are not apt, incidentally, to find it difficult to 
think of more bettei-ments to carry out. The present 
list, it will be recalled, was selected from a compilation 
of needed or desirable undertakings that would have 
coat twice as much. The expectation now can be 
that the capital budget, in five-year steps, will'be a 
permanent part of the civic spending pattern. 

The way the program has gone so far should 
have the attention of Saanich taxpayers, who wUl vote 
in December on their own first borrowing budget ol 
this type.

PORT ALBERNI — Wkhout 
fanfare, an unusual expert* 
ment in educatx» is going 
into its ttdrd year at Eighth 
Avenue Schexd In Port Albemi. 

And «diile its originator mod* 
eutly declares it is loo aoon 
to assess restdu, tfw experi¬ 
ment la sufficiently impres¬ 
sive to permit continuation of 
the work tor at least another 
four years. 

It's a simirie idea: although 
Ms it a eo-educational school, 
eiassea from Grade 1 to 3 are 
s egr e gated, with idl-boy and 
aH-giri groups. 

The reason is equally simple 
acoording to R. J. Durante, 
principal, who aays “treat¬ 
ment of boys and ^rit should 
be different, because they ire 
different.’' 

The idea originated when 
Mr. Durante attempted to dis¬ 
cover why the failure rate is 
almost twice as high for ele- 
moitary Khool boys as for 
dementary school girls, and 
it is being conducted in ttte 
valley because “this school 
district is very progressive and 
does not interfere with the 
wishes of Ms admkdstrators to 
I experiment In any reasonable 
manner/' Mr. Durante ex¬ 
plained. 

The first segregated classes 
were Inatltuted to Grade 1 
in 1963. 

In 1964 Grade 3 clarera 
were divided in the same way, 
one class tor girls, one f^ 
boys, and one mixed group. 

This year it has been ex¬ 
tended to Grade 3. Event¬ 
ually Mr. Duranto hopes to 
see it throughout the school 
including Grade 7, at which 
time he visualiseB pestiaps 14 
se g regatod claHcs and pos- 
three mixed ones. 

Over a seven year period, 
out of a total of ^ pupils en¬ 
rolled in the school annually 
in Grades 1 to 7. 91 bcpys 
failed and tmly 47 {pris failed. 
This ration of almost two to 
one hoJds true in nwst schools. 
Mr. Durante feels. 

“If three groups of grade 
3 pupils, for example, 
were arranged nomogencous- 
ly, with a top class, an aver¬ 
age class and a slow class,’’ 
the educator explained,”

than boys at the top in each 
level." 

Not that girls are neces¬ 
sarily smarter, he said. 
“Personally. 1 think girls do 
better because the usual sys¬ 
tem Is better suited to girls 
than boys," he explained. 
"Women teachers are the rule 
for most of the Junior grades, 
the readers in 'he past tended 
to place more emitoasis on 
mother and baby, and on fe¬ 
male characterizations gen¬ 
erally. than on males. 

Work Habits 

“Emphasis In primary 
grades tends to be placed on 
neatness, in seat work, writ¬ 


ten work and work liabiu.” 
Mr. Durante went on. 

When school begins, many 
grade 1 bo^'s still have 
tiTMble handling anything as 
delicate as an ordinary pen¬ 
cil, while their female coun¬ 
terparts usually manipulate 
pencils and crayons with ease. 

"Girls are also better at 
oral expression" said Mr. 
Durante, “they are better at 
phonics and sounds. 

Good Results 

“We have found higher in¬ 
cidence of slight hearing loss 
among boys, and more color 
blindness. If these differences 
must be treated differently. 


we must segregate the young¬ 
sters.” 

The results have been a 
pleasant surprise so tar. 

Little boys, in a group of 
other beys, lose much of their 
shyness and confusion, be¬ 
come less Inhibited, and ex¬ 
press themselves more freely 
and clearly. 

And the program appears 
to be benefitUng the girls as 
much as the boys, for other 
reasons. I 

Greater Efforts 

Girls whose printing was 
passable In a mixed group 
often find it's not good enough 
in the all-girl setting, and they 


are spurred on to greater ef¬ 
forts. 

"This doesn't lead to lower 
standards to tbe boys' 
classes. We stilt set a high 
standard, but comparisons 
are oo a different basis,” ktr. 
Durante explained. 

Not surprisingly, to a 
parent, most girls need more 
time in arithmetic than 
boys, and boys can use more 
time on phonics. 

Segregrated classes per¬ 
mit this reassignment of 
time, without either group 
suffering. 

"Boys sre saentilically in¬ 
clined, while girls take to 
the humanities, literature, 
poetry, the arts,*' the teacher 
said. * 

"Boys bring bugs to school 
and want to examine them, 
while little girls scream. 
Boys want to know Mx>ut 
Jets and space machines." 

Specially Chosen 

Even the readers in the 
boys' classes have Been spec¬ 
ially chosen. They ace cinn- 
parable to ordinary readers, 
but more suited to mkle 
tastes. 

Does this segregation lead 
to poor social adjustment? 
Mr. Durante does not ttilnk

Mr. Durante said “We are 
hopeful it will prove better 
both arademically and so¬ 
cially. At least, from present 
results we plan to continue 
the study -for tour more 
years, by which time we 
hope to have the segrega¬ 
tion extending right through 
to Grade 7." 

Control classes have been 
used In other schools In the 
district 

Test results h a,^ e been- 
compared with omer non- 
segregated classes using the 
same test papers. 


Principal Durante 

“We do feel the experi¬ 
ment would be even mere 
successful U classes were 
smaller." Mr. Durante said, 
"thirty^iine small boys in 
cne class is a bit of a hand¬ 
ful to control, and we would 
like to be able to have male 
teachers for our boys from 
the Grade 3 level on." 

Next year, he plans to 
have a male teaser for 
Grade 4 boys- 

Segregallon in claaiea 
sounds like a sensible ex¬ 
periment based on the 
simple fact that boys and 
girls are different. And par¬ 
ents of youngsters who have 
known the delight of a small 
boy's sticky grin hnd a small 
girl'a bright-eyed smile will 
agree with the Frenchman 
'who exclaimed -"Vive L*

This ia the tame bridge we 
have reached from Skutz Falls 
on previoua tripe, except 
Skutz Falls la the 6g-mile mark 
on the railway and there Is a 
2 . 2 -mile walk from there, or a 
five-mile lometimei rugged 
walk by riw upstream from 
Skutz Falla to reach this 
black bridge. 

The black bridge ia about 
4 ‘b milei from the wtor at the 
top end of the Cowichan River. 
This part ot the river la where 
the quality flahermen fish at 
very definite times. 

It can be rough river trail 
slugging to reach the fishing 
spots or the southwest aide of 
the river, but there ia a trail 
from Skutz upstream on the 
northeast aide of the river 

Below the Mock bridge to 


Skutz is almost exclusively 
brown trout nrater. The first 
400 yards dwuld be fished on 
the southwest shore to Robin- 
SCSI’s Reach. Just betow the 
bridge is a brown trout hold- 
irv pool by the willowa on the 
northeast side. Above the 
bridge on the southwest side 
there are two or three good 
holding spots which can only 
be reached by wading and 
the river trail it rough. Some 
of the holes above the bridge 
provide fine fitodng for rain- 
bews in the spring. 

Where the river bends is 
known aa the Hcde Above the 
Bridge. 

TVre there Is a quarter- 
mile of various holding waters 
until what is known as the 


Spring Hole, where a creek 
enters and where there la good 
brown trout and rainbow fish¬ 
ing. TVn comes ReM'a Run, 
The Hole Below the Cdxn, 
Cabin Po(ri, Maple Run. and 
the Prlnitosa Pml; the last 
three may be reached by trail 
cn the north aide from below 
the old shingle mill, reached 
fnxn the Lake Oowiehan high¬ 
way just before Green Tim- 
bcn. 

Just 1.1 miles along from 
the parking spot there Is a 
turn on the left which leads 
to a complex of trails. Drive 
in about SO yards and park. 
A trail on the right goes fw 
about a mile walk to the 
islands created by division of 
the Coivichan River into three 
parts.

This cme of year the river 
is too high to wade across to 
the islands where the trails 
~ old logging gradH—continue 
to some pretty fabulous spring 
and summer fishing for 
browns. A walk straight 
ahead from parking spot 
comes out at the' upper log 
Jam at the first diversion of 
the Cowichan. Just 200 yanls 
along the same trail Is a clear¬ 
ing and a trail on left goes 
another 200 yards to RoWn- 
son's Reach. 

Next part our explora¬ 
tions was a 2*ii>mlle drift in 
a rubber boat'from the weir 
to Harria Pool, in company 
with provincial fish biologist 
David Hum, who Is spear¬ 


heading a three-year Cbw- 
ichan River study. 

This part of the river we 
have done before in power 
boats, first wifi) Joe Hancock, 
a wild ride indeed,. and later 
with Glff Sharkey, all of the 
trips downstream and back 
upstream. This was lo be our 
first rubber boat trip on a 
river. 

Ted Oakman landed a nice- 
aizad rainbow below the weir 
just before we started out. 
The water was high and the 
float was wild, but easy. 
First, under fte CNR bridge, 
then under the foot bridge, on 
which there were a number 
of fishermen, then through the 
Riverside Run. opposite the 
hotel where there were fisher¬ 
men in boats and on shore. 


then under the highway bridge 
into Hatchery Pool, a big 
(tlece of dead water, but a 
good salmon and trout prt^ 
during spot. I 

In quiet summer water it 
takes 2$ minutes to make that 
drift. We took about 15 
minutes. Th«i the river 
speeds up, throu^ Hancock's 
Run. under the E A N bridge, 
through Faille’s Pool where 
we saw Al MePhee and Frank 
Elliott, dirough the Wilson 
Hole, then just before the river 
splits at the top Island Pool, 
Hum checked anglers with 
five browns, two rainbows and 
one cutthroat, all caught on 
single egg. Then there is fast 
water, white water and a long 
run opposite Harry Robinson's 
House. ' 


Good Holding Water in Reach 


There ia good holding water 
tn this reach, but only fish- 
able from boat. Then we came 
to the Old River Rend and two 
good pools, alongside the old 
highway, and these are good 
pools for bnm-n trout, with 
«a.sy access from the road. 

Then we floated through an¬ 
other riffle, a pool, the Willow 
Run which is a long stretch 
of flat water, then dropped 
down to Ctook's Hole, then 
Cook's Run and a drop into 
Diespecker Pool where we 
saw Harry Gladwell on the 
^veranda of his cabin. Just be¬ 
low at the Gravel Pool we 
saw his cabin partner Wes 
Bentley chest high in the pool. 


Above the second island la 
the Ladder Itool, a good spot 
for brown trout fishing from 
boat only, then below the 
island to some very fa-st white 
water and Huris Itool, which 
was to be the end of the float. 
In the spring some of the 
best rainbow trout fishing is 
below the Harris Pool, in Har¬ 
ris Run, Upper Bass Pool, 
Otter, or Lomr Bass Pool. 
The Rips — a wide aretch of 
river full ot great rocks — 
and Into Princess Pool, Maple 
Run. the Cabin Pool, on to the 
black bridge. 

The part of the river we 
floated is fished mainly by 
boat in fall and early spring. 


but anglers are missing a bet 
by not fishing it from the 
middle of May until October, 
because. Hum says, it holds 
“lots of big browns, holding 
tight in the big pools, and 
weighing five to 10 pounds. 

After the Cowichu River 
float we rushed off to 
Nanaimo to attend a testi- 
moniai diiuier for Dave Hum 
at the Nanaimo Fish and 
Game Club. Hum is leaving 
his position as regional fish 
biologist for Vancouver Island 
for a new poaitton as fish and 
game supervisor of a new 
Okanagan Boundary district, 
with headquarters at 
Penticton.

WINTERING RYDEANGEA 
(V.L.. Victoria)—Do not cut down 
your hydrangea for the winter. The 
buds for next year's flowers are 
already formed, and any pruniimg 
now would be cutting away next 
year's blossoms. The proper time to 
prune a hydrangea la immediately 
afiCT the blosscwn period, so the 
shrub has a whole year in which to 
prepare for blooming again next 
year. 

In districts subject to severe 
frosts, these buds are often killed 
during the winter, resulting in a 
flowerless ahrub the following year. 
As your location, Portage I^et, ia 
rather low-lying and subject to late 
spring frosts, I think it would pay 
you to rig up some kind of protK- 
tlon for y"ur hydrang^ after the 
loavea have fallen-. StrSw plied 
around and over the bushes would 
probi^bly see them through the 
winter ^fely, or an old barrel up¬ 
ended over the shrub.

The 
rop es had been painted and 
they couldn't lower the boats.

-RON JONES. 
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By T. W. Paterson 
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Muscles Needed to Take Pictures 
With Old Graflex Press Cameras 




By JOHN R. FAWCUS 

The Model T Ford U a rare right today, as is a 
horse-dratcn beer wagon, a derby hai or a Graflex 
camera. One of these venerable pieces of memor^ 
abilia ... a Graflex camera . . . has survived the 
ravages of time, casuidly pushed into a dim and dusty 
corner of The Daily Colonist photographic darkroom 
for many years, and latterly on a shelf in the office of 
managing editor Fred Barnes. 

Only a few middle-aged (»* older new^permen will have 
vivid memories of the days when this camera was the everyday 
working tool of the press photographer. The lad who as{Hred to 
• photo-joumallsm in that era must have been a muscular type . . . 
This machine weighs six pounds, its internal mechanism is con« 
tainod In a black box eight inches square and the whole ancient 
conglomeration measures 15 inches, lens to film magazine. 


Mr. Bamn waa kind enough lo 
let me borrow this museum piece 
lor compahaoo with today's auto¬ 
mated electronic wonder-cameras 
rnd the experience hes beee en- 
lightadng, entertaining, slightly 
(trina physically . . and just a 
little expeosivcs 

This is the forerunner of every 
:i5-inni single-lens reflex carried so 
casually and used with such confl- 
denee by thousands on holiday trips, 
by professional photographers and 
press photographers today. 

TechnicsU:’, U is a stngie-lena 
reflex, uses tx^inch sheet fUm, and 
this rnodel te equii^Kd with s 15-inch 
Wollensak tele;iuto lens stopping 
down from (S.6 to f33. The shutter 
is foiail-plane with 24 speeds land 
time) from 1/QOO of a second to 
lyitkh of a second srtth a great 
variety of speeds between. For in¬ 
stance: at a second . . . 

] '400th at a second, or even 1. 6S0lfa 
of a second . . . Just take your 
choice. Thet^ seems to be some 
sort of mathemaheal progression 
somewhere in these speeds, but my 
ignorance of differential calculus 
precludes the possibility, of a lucid 
explanation. 

Picture taking with this camera 
requires lots of preparation and iota 
of mild gymnasUes. First, the 
mirror must *> adjusted to reflect 
the image on the jroundglass view¬ 
ing screen ITiis is done by depress¬ 
ing the 'the shutter release part way 
to set i retaining catdt. then push¬ 
ing the curtain aperture release 
lever undt a click is heard. The 
scene can then viewed and conv 
penition arra.iged on the ground 
glass. 

A meter reading then is taken 
fusing modem .equipment not part 
of the camera) and shutter .«peed 
and Ipns aperture ‘determined. The 
lens aperture is 'limple . . . just ro¬ 
tate a ring on (he l«* barrel to ad¬ 
just the Iris diaphram within. The 
gymnastics are necessary to set the 
shutter speed. At the bottom rigiit- 
hand comer of the box is a knob 
which is wound to adjust the tension 
or travelling speed the cloth 
shutter. A small window shows the 
numbers one to six. 

Another knob, this resembling a 
wing nut, is wound to adju.st the 
width of the slit in the curtain . . . 
from *s-inch to l'»-hich. Example: 
tenskm No. 6 and ^-foeh' gives 
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1/1000 second; tension No. 4 at %• 
Inch givee l/TSth second. A plat* 
with all relevant infocmation ia at¬ 
tached to the back of the viewlBg 
hood, and Jie camera must be 
Upped fofwerd to read this every 
time the shutter speed Is adjusted. 

Havuig arrived at a satisfactory 
lens aperture-shutter «peed-composi- 
tioa cottcluskm, the dark slide is 
withdrawn from the film magazine, 
the shuttse lever is depressed and 
the picture Is taken. There Is no 
doubt of this ai you can see, feri 
and hear the camera operate. The 
mirror swings up out of the path 
of the light with a crash, and the 
shutter winds down like a Bal^ 
Ben with a brtAen mainspring. 

Bui the operation is not eompiete. 
To prepare fiH' the next shot ... if 
you have any energy left . . . the 
dark slide is replaced, a small lever 
la found at fhe bottom of the maga¬ 
zine, is pulled out and pushed in 
again and the holder containing tho 
film is deposited in a light-tight soft 
leather pouch attached to the side 
of the magazine. By manipulating 
the holder with the fingers, outside 
the pouch of course, it is inserted 
through a small slit on top of the 
pile of holders witiiin. Now all Is 
in readiness for the second shot. 

I didn't mention the film maga¬ 
zine! A distinct oversight on my 
part. No dropping a roll of film 
ia this camera ... no Kodapod 
automatxin here. Each sheet of 
film must be separately loaded into 
a thin metal holder with flanges 
on three sides, the same sixe as the 
film. Needless to say, this Is done 
in the complete absence of light, 
ki the darkroom. These holders are 
stacked. In numerical order, one to 
12, inside a light-ti^t black box. 
the lid is clamped down and the 
whole apparatus attached to the 
back of the camera, by means of 
another clamp. Handling sheet film 
in complete darkness is quite a 
trick and the technique must be 
practiced awhile befoi^ one is sure 
the emulsion side is right side fore¬ 
most. The manufacturer, bless his 
heart, provides a small notch, or 
series of notches, cut into the 
upper right-hand comer of the film 
when it is held, properly, so after a 
few anxious immienu of ccxicen- 
trated effort ihe trick la mastered. 
This film is $4.35 for 24 sbeett 
November 14, IMO

My first fleid expedition with this 
camera yielded 12 printable nega¬ 
tives, a little to my urprise, but 
ihe real sirprise was the interest 
shown by others in the working of 
the big blade box. One sunny Sun¬ 
day afternoon at Smugglers’ Cove I 
lifted my t7es out of the viewing 
iKMd and found myself surrounded 
by a half a dozen teen-age boys and 
girls. They were curious as to what 
I was doing, and once I had 
plained asked all aorta of intelligent 
questions. One girl had with her 


a new Kodak Instamutic camera, 
and we compared the two. 

The Instamatic came out ia 
front in every comparison, and I 
came to the conclusion, thankfully, 
that photography has e>me out of 
the dark ages and into the electronic 
age.' I shall return this venerable 
forerunner of the single lens r^ex 
to Mr. Barnes with thanks, then go 
back to using my own Roilelflex 
with a new sense ot appreciation for 
progress. I know that if die Graflex 
was alill the camera of today, I pei^ 
sonally would not have much of an 
interest in j^tography.

**t do love the sound of a bull 
elk bugUnff.** With this beoutiful 
bit of one upmanship our good 
friend Anne Jones thoroughly 
jolted the conversation. 

We had been discussing the 
pleasures of our last little wilder* 
ness adventure into Della Falls and 
ivere contemplating the possibility 
of another trip. I had just finished 
reading The Journos of Simon 
Fraser and consequently was en* 
thused with the adventures of the 
early voyageurs and canoeing. 

As the cpnversatfon drifted 
around to canoeing, the inevitable 
happened. We found oitfselves 
discussing the Bowrtm Lake loop. 

Bowron Lakai provincial perk. 500 
mile* from Vancouver and approximately 
80 miles eest of Quesnei, i* a unique bit 
of wilderness perk aree as It provides a 
rectan^lar circuit of connecting water* 
ways allowing the canoeist to travel 70 
to 80 miles of scenic wilderness, returning 
to his point of departure. So many lakes, 
so many ri\'ers, so much wiklemess, moose, 
grizzly, caribou, trout made my imagina¬ 
tion inn wild. 

IVo wvcki later my .wife, June, dlMOvercd 
that although she reali^ Manled the luxury of 
a new car|)et for the living room. Instead we 
were now ^e proud poeseosors at a new IS-fboC 
canvas-covered canoe. She was of ooune en¬ 
thralled with the number eight canvr-s, 2^-ineh 
riba, slatted seats. 36-lnch beam and other few- 
turcs of the canoe. 

We quickly learned that half the fun of a 
trip is In the preparation. To etsjoy a trip one 
must be properly prepared. 

It waa decided. We would tadcle ^ Bowron 
Lakeb circuit by canoe with Ron and Anne Jones 
as companions. They bought an identical canoe. 

Our trip would require us to be out of touch 
with civilization for 10 days. To survive coov 
iortably we vi'ould require three pnunds of food 
a person a day. As this item alone would total

UO pounds, all to be ha^ packed over the five 
portages, weight would be of prime eansiderattcai. 
The answer of course lay ir taking basic foods, 
pancake mix. biscuit mix and a variety of dried 
hxwen foods and dried friiits. Ihis of cuuc ee 
became the-women's responsibility srMlc we men 
coaiented ourselves with selecting the other 
essentialt. We took two 311 silk mountahwering 
tents weighing she pounds each, a trail pads gas 
stove weighing tour pounds, sleeping bags, axe. 
compass, fishing tackle, cameras, chan^ ef 
c/otbing, first aU aiqiplles, repair Ut for canoes, 
extra paddles. 

The resulting conglomeratka of supfdles was 
packed and lashed onto six packboards, approx¬ 
imately 50 pounds each Id wei^t 

After feverishly paddling our new canoes aU 
over the Victoria waterfront in order la retawtate 
some obsolete muscles we felt ready for cpur 
little JatBit. 

fti an early morning of a bright mid-Septem¬ 
ber day we found ourselves untying our canoes 
from the of Ron's panel truck at the end of 
the road, one mile pest Bowron Lake Lodge, 
about 18 miles east of Barfcerville. 

The trail ahead looked sret, mudi^, Inter* 
esting. 

We lashed the blades of our paddles to the 
centre thwart of the canoe, the centre thwart 
being the exact centre of balance of the canoe. 
We then folded two elght-ind* by four-foot lengths 
of styrofoam over the paddle blades and fastened 
tf>em with elastic. These styrofoam strips were 
multipurpose also serving us as kneeling pads 
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far paddling and mattresses for rieeplng. This 
arrangement formed a convenient y^ie for poe^ 
tagiog our canoes. 

Our home-made sails, fiahlDg mb and extra 
paddies were lasbed Into foe canoe. By picking 
foe canoe up by the eantre thwart and tvorfclBg 
it up over our bodies we were able to invert foe 
entire load over our beads and carry the boats 
ressMtsUy comfortaUy, although whh a some¬ 
what limited visien. The load thus arranged 
"***•■ *5 |K>uBdB. However, 10 minutes later 
wj foe trafl foe weight appeared to increase eesv 
siderably. 

TTie giris each shouldered a SO-pound pack 
and we set off on our first pMtage to little Kibee 
24 miles away. On all portages we fot' 
kwwd the same procedure, each man carrying 
his canoe, the srith a pack each, then aU 
walked back empty and we each picked up a fall 
pack for foe second trip In. bi fois manner ws 
could move two canoes and six packs with foe 
minimum of eflort ahbough it dW stretch a 2^k- 
mile portage faito a 74-miIe walk. 

The trail fnmi roads-end to IQbee l..ake has 
been much Improved recently as the parks board 
has devoted some time to laying carduroy logs 
over most of foe mud holes and hip'waders are 
no longer required. The walking and packteg 
was strenuous and physically exhausting, but 
most satisfyit^ to a tensed tired businessmaa 
living In the shadow of hit 40fo year. 

_If was a most pleasant morning I fondly 

remember locking my mllet, my keys and wrbt 
watch in foe car as we left A real feeling af 
teieddlng the bonds ot civilization. 

At Kibee Lake we lashed all our gear biCo 
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Half the Fun 
Is Preparation 


Ow cBnoefl and paddled gently oat througb a 
march, the boats cieariog the muck in about 
four inches al water. We paddled -ait into pretty 
little KIbee Lake, nwre ot a slough actually, lii> 
habited only tqr a oouple of raucous toons and the 
dimpling sipis of fish. A couiAe of miles of quiet 
paddling brought us to the other end of KJbee 
Lake and the start ot the next portage. 

We stopped here to brew up some coffee and 
noticed the weather deteriorating slightly. It was 
aa ideal place for a campsite. We had done a 
^wd morning's work and after aJJ ve were on 
a holkiBy. so although it was stil] esu4y aftcr- 
nooQ we resolved to camp our first night out on 
the shores of Kibee Lake. Within half an hour 
Ron had a good fire going and our two tents 
neatly set up under a protecting piece of fdastie 
•beeting. 

Our friends Ron and Anne Jones are ideal 
travelling companions. Hwy both have a good 
•crtid sense of humor. Ron Is extremely com¬ 
petent in the bush as he a forest ranger by 
pvofeasioo, now In charge of the Langford ranger 
atation. Give him a few bits of string and an 
suie to play with and be can build a good camp 
to nothing flat He can aJtao start an exeeDe.it 
fire under any condition and I beUeve is reputsd 
lo be abie to put them out vith equal dispatch. 
It is of course vitally important on a wilderness 
trip to travel with a>Ripatible people, as you are 
entirely dependant upon e«ca other’, company, 
and often in strained etrcun.stane«s. 

While camp was being set up. I paddled out 
onto Kibee LaJw and acquired a ocuqile of nice 
l^inch trout to auppiement our supper. Tliat 
evening, as were all our evenings, was spent 
around the canq>tire drinking coffee, scrounging 
wood, talking, smoking our pipes end just listen¬ 
ing *o the small sounds of tfae wilderness. Men¬ 
tally we were a long way from dvilization. 

The next morning left little doubt in our 
minds that we were indeed 500 miles from Vic¬ 
toria. It was a crisp cooi 20 degrees, with ice 
tai the billy cans and a rime of frost covering the 
upturned canoes for mute evidence. A pale sun 
was dissipating the mist from the surface of the 
lake and under these circumstances Ron and I 
wasted no time in pulling on our clothes and 
starting the fire. 

Heat's technique in starting a fire without 
benefit of paper or dry kindling is worth mention. 
He would Itegln by pressing branches of dead 
apnice or cedar needles tether. Putting a 
match to this he would add green branches gradu¬ 
ally until he had enough heat generated to. as 
he put it. “bum anything.” 

He showed Us how stumoa and old windfalls 
which had died over The years can quite often 
be pushed over by hand and hatded onto the fire. 
This is a source of firetwood many people over¬ 
look. These stumps ha>« had the sap dried out 
of them over the yean and consequently will 
btirn quire nicely if enouidi heat is genn-ated by 
the starting fire. Ron ahvayi laid hit fire longi¬ 
tudinally to provide better draft and a good solid 
base for larger logs and oooUng convenience.. 

The girls provided us srith a skookum bacun 
and egg breaMast complete with toast and coffee. 
Of course we had to shaire oui breakfast with 
three cheeky sirhisky Jacks and a chipmunk. 
These amiable eompanions were present for 
every meal tfnaigbout the trip. The svhisky 
jack or more properly Canada Jay is such a 
cheeky Inscinating little character that you really 
ean'l liegrudge sharing your toast wlih bim. He 
will take it out of your hand as long as you sit 
Still. 

After a leisurely breakfast we broke camp 
and packed up for the next portage a mile a.id 
a half to Indian Point Lake. 

The girls set off with packs and Ron and I 
foUowed with the canoes. The parks board had 
done rnr)<;iderable wcH-k on this portage and the 
mud hote.* had been corduroyed over. Alter a 
Strenuous uphill grade of half a mile tbe trail 
levelled off and ran throuid> * rather pleaimnt 
open grade of spruce and poplar, gradually drop¬ 
ping down to the level of the lake. A couple of 
hours later we had assembled our six pacta and 
two canoes on the shores of Indian ^^int Lake. 

Eight miles of lake stretched before us under 
the sparkling sun. Legions of green trees stood 
qiuetiy shoulder to ^loulder along the shoreline. 
Their blue green brothers formed a rear guard 
behind them, mounting up to the alirfne postures, 
which in turn faded into the snow-flecked rock 


af Indian Point Peak, standing boldly out beneath 
the Mue sky. No logging scars here, just country 
as it should be. 

A brisk five-mile paddic brought us to a 
pleaaant point suffictently cleared to make a good 
eampaite and facing the westering sun. It was 
here we ^lent our second night We pitched our 
tents, lit the fire and completely succumbed to 
the tranquility of nature. After an afternoon 
siesta, the girls took a swim in the clear cold 
water while we men foraged for 'ish. and then 
spent another quiet night around the campfire 
listening iq die eerie howling of the wolves in 
the distance. The wilderness gradually began 
to take poasesskMi of our souls. 

A three-mile paddle on the glassy sui^ce of 
the lake in the early hours of the third morning 
took us to the foot of a little slough through which 
we carefully picked our way. 

Our next portage led off from the head of 
the slough to Isaac Late, the next segment of 
our journey. TTiis was one portage the parks 
boys had not been to improve. Although only 
three-quatrters of a mile, it was a rough, tough 
haul to bring our canoes over the narrow rooted 
muddy trail to the shores of Isaac Lake. 

Isaac Lake lies like an inverted “L" on the 
east boundary of Bowron Lake ■ Park. It is 
roughly 25 miles tong and tbe longest lake we 
would encounter on our trip. It- is best remem¬ 
bered for the clarity of its water and the 
majesty of the mountain scenery. You esn liter¬ 


ally see for hundreds of feet down tan» its clear 
blue water. Snow-covered peaks, glaciers, cir^ 
ques, all peer down oa this rugged wHdcrncaa 
lake wtiich winds for miles and miles through 
the park. It has all the wauty of a Norwegian 
fjord or our own Buie Inlet, lacking only the rest¬ 
less tide and the smell of the «ea 


We spent an enjoyable three days ennoeing 
along the shore of this beauty. We pros kled en¬ 
tertainment for the caribou, bear, porcupine, 
mink and weasel thst we ftoolographed as they 
plched their way along tlw shoreJine. or jiut. 
stood staring curiously at 'js. 'There is no Ix'tler 
way to plwlograph game than to appmuch oy 
a noiseless canoe. 


Ron had designed a square-rigged s;ill to hri» 
us on this part of the trip, but although we 
hoisted sail to rebeve the arduous paddling. Ute 
wind would not co-operate. Our square-rigged 
sails could only be used with a following Hind 
and unfortunately we were (breed to puddle u|>- 
srind. With a loaded canoe this can be pretty 
strenuous. We gained respect for both the lake 
and our canoes. In a matter of 15 minute.-^ a 
large lake can get veiy squally. However our 
canoes can lake a lot of weather and by sinying 
within a judicious distance V the shore we only 
bad to. stop once because of weather 

Isaac Rivers runs for five miles from llie 
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HOUSE WRECKER'S 
PIONEER RELICS 
TELL A STORY 


This story started around a 
luncheon table when Frank Hilton 
spoke of curiosities, and mention’ 
ing a man in town who possessed 
tm oltl bugle from HMCS Rainbow. 
Seems he teas one of Frank's old 
navy buddies, Jim Petne by name, 
**and a real sailor, too,*' who had 
not only pack’ratted this old bugle 
but a raft of other bric^-brac in 
fact had a veritable museum. 

“Where did he get all this stuff?” says 
I. Idly. 

“Oh, wrecking old houses,” says Frank. 

Like I say, I'm a sucker for museuihs, 
BO a couple of nights later I’m banging at 
the door of 3252 Irma Street, just off 
Burnside, to meet the Petnes. First 
there’s Jim, 47, Alberta-bom, stocky and 
capable, and—as 4t turns out—with a 
sense of humor. In turn, he introduced 
me to his tiny wife, Dorothy May, also, I 
imagine, capable. Then there was son 
Stanley, and daughter Shirley, a dazzling 
'bi'unette, married to Paul Davidson of 
EsquimalL Finally there was the six- 
month-old grandson, aixaind whom most 
of the family interest seemed to revolve. 

This was a pretty coey family setting for 
an avowed "home wrecker.“ if you apply the 
label In ils technical sense. Not only does Jim 
get rid of old houses, he alio acts as “clean up" 
man. If your basement is overloaded with iunk, 
he'll take it away—the Junk, that is. not the base- 
nmtt. Of course, if the extract calls for re¬ 
moval of the whole house, he'll take the base¬ 
ment. too. 

Bui nhat chiefly distinguishes Jim Petne li* 
his work is a sense of history. Every now and 
again, when he comes across some treasure, he 
rwt only regards it with veneration but cleans 
it up and keeps, it. He has taken old swards Mt 
of scabbards nlth kerosene, polished shotgun 
harrels with steel wool so that they may come 
to rest on the Malls of his recreation room. Here, 
along M'ttb sM-ords and percussion cap rifles, I 
spoiled a bell-mouthed brass blunderlaiss. a field 
marshal’s plumed hat in a japanned tin box, 
along M’ith a pair of old-fashioned Beans' hand* 
cuffs from the long gone Hii'slde Jail. Hung <m 
a nail was a policeman's "sap" (remember those 
leather-oos'ered billies loaded «vith shot) and a 
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genuine old-time poitceman's bullseye lantern. 
Possibly it was us^ by some early day Victoria 
poiicemaiL back in the days when Bloomheld 
or Sheppard was chief. Or maybe it was brought 
to this coast by some ex-L<mdon Metropolitan 
bobby. Anyway, there It is, comfdete with dark 
slide, in perfect oondition. The sort ol thing that 
was the vogue when Jack the Rij^r prowled 
London's east end. 

Thm there’s a quaint old iron *^at once held 
live coals, and the brass tongs to lift them in. 
Was this an Improvement on the "sad" iron, or 
did it pre-date It? Wandering round the room 
I saw an interesting fashion note. A forked clip, 
that hung at the waist, for holding up women's 
trailing dresses in muddy going. Then there were 
brass ^ip's running lights (from the basement 
of the old E>rake Hotel) am* a goffering Iron. 
Ever see one? A sort of corrugated metal slab 
you heated on the stove, slotted at the end to take 
a stove lifter. TTten using a half round, also 
corrugated, you rolled the starched material 
between the corrugations and you "goffered” or 
frilled maid's caps and (so they tell me) in¬ 
creased the sex appeal of the bottoms of petti¬ 
coats. On a shelf I saw some old bottles, one. 
likte a mickey, was cast not blown. Anyway ft 
had a seam up both sides. This oouM be a rarlly? 
Some were granite ware, half-gallon whisky 
jugs from Scottish distilleries, probably the origin 
of the "Mg economy siae.”

I saw a pair of opium scales (the damdest 
things you find in Victoria) in a wooden spoon- 
shaped case that slid apart. Hadn't seen a pair 
since 1917. These were found wrecking a build¬ 
ing in CSilnaiown. In strange company, hanging 
nearby, was a shofar—the rath's horn biowa on 
rare occasions in Jewish ritual. 

Over on the other side of the room I spotted 
B tobacco cutter, which reminded me it was a 
banker's asset in BarkerviUe a hundred years 
ago. TTie Bank of B.C. supplied one of these 
tor customer's use. along with a roaring open 
fire and a handy spittocm. Did it pay off? Well, 
the stock paid 12H per cent for 20 years. 

Now who on earth would ever have a sword 
stick in Victoria? Someone did. Looks just like 
a walking stick, but when the assailant grabs 
it. he leaves you with the rword in your hand. 
Of course they're outlawed now, al<mg wHh brass 
knuckles and man traps. 

In his relies Jim Petne has collected a full 
Idl of old time -carpenter's tools. Some of these 
seem to be very old. One rabbeting plane has 
the blade held in position with wedges, while 
another improved model uses wooden screws. I 
noticed the braoe (made in Glasgow) had a con¬ 
cealed push button to release the bit, instead ot 
today's screw tension. 

The Petne collection has telephones, includ¬ 
ing a couple of the first Istereom phones in Vic¬ 
toria, a standup desk phone, and pride of the 
collection, a wall phone, with batteries. Old- 
time prairie safe-blowers used to use these bat¬

teries to advantage. This phone came from tha 
prairie; it's marked Norihern Electric. 

There's a mail box. solid bronze with the 
coat of arms cast on the door, that came wt 
of the lobby of the Stobart Building, f saw iha 
Rainbow bugle. There's engraving on it—"Pre- 
.sented by Surgeon £. W. Boak—HM(3S Rainbow.** 
Now there’s a link with early naval hisiot^ What 
was it presented for? Marksmanship? Eftiei- 
ency? Someone should know. I saw a fid, used 
In splicing, carved from a walrus or w'hale's 
tooth, along with a 1913 motor licence plate 
fbaked enamel on sheet Iron) and then Jim 
handed me a piece of paper. 

"One of the first drivers’ licences," tic 
opined. 

It wasn't, but it was still a curiosity. It waa 
a \^ctoria city licence (1) for a hack driver 
Issued to A1 Pllmley in 1909. But as Al at that 
time (according to the directory) was a mechania 
in Tom Plimley's garage, probably he needed a 
chauffeur's licence. Too early tor anything that 
advanced, they just lumped him in with tha 
haeks! 

Anxmg books and paiiers that Jim Petne hoa 
saved is a handsome special edition of the Less- 
don Illustrated News covering all the events of 
Queen Victoria's reiga up to her death. .Anosher 
volume he showed me was Aesop's Fables in 
Latin, published in Amsterdam. 1667. with "ob- 
servatkms by Johanne Laurentio, JC " A one- 
time owner has wittan his name in ink in the 
flyleaf: "John Carver—1734." 

These are the sort of things that |>eople leavt 
behind in Victoria basements, along with tightly- 
woven Indian baskets from the wen coast, boxes 
of cut nails (made before wire nails i and a huge 
panoramic map of Victoria dated 1889 One thing 
that caught my attention was an early-day jigsaw 
puzzle, maybe cme of the very first. It wsi in 
mint condition, made for children by Raphael 
Tuck with pictures of cats done by famed Louts 
Wain. This dates from about 1911. 

A real find was back of the panelling on t 
house on Simcoe Street, wrecked to make way 
for a high rise. About a dozen sheets of paper, 
the pen and ink minutes of a meeting of Vi^ 
toria’s first rifle club held at Biistiun Square, 
Nov. 27. 1861. It had Iain behind a wall for a 
hundred years. 

You never can tell tell what you are gMitg 
to And. I saw a photo album roughly made from 
sheets of a 1907 Vancouve newspaper, luund with 
linoleum. One picture was worth in%-rstigation, 
and proved to be the first automobile in Nanaimo. 
Stee^ with a tiller, it had no headlights (no¬ 
body was crazy enough to drive at night) and 
a twll instead of a hom. I figured the date 
somewhere between 1902 and 1904. 

For First War vets. I saw something of b»- 
terest; two or three partial packs of cigarettes, 
in yellow covers bearing the legend PrinceM 
Mary's Christmas Fund. ^914" and an original 
box of matches that went w-i^h th n

Expma ears la the middle. When the Ralnimw 
arrived at Vanoouver, it waa the witching hour 
of midnight when the gold wa" put sixiard the 
trala.

She deckled to dedicate her 
life to Sorrowful., 

During the long summer days Sorrowful 
floi^ied out in the grass near toe house and slept 
—gathering strength for kis nigbUy concert in the 
woods. While be 1^ dreaming in the sm tJia 
gooee crept up ot> him time and again. She felt 
it was wrong for so distinguished a dog to have 
bits of grass sticking to bis coat. The gtxise 
pecked the bits of grass uid the startled dog let 
out a yelp jutd Jumped up. He was too weary 
to move more than a few fee* before fu lay down 
again.

Towards the end of the summer we were 
enjoying a late lunch when we saw a red streak 
flash down a dried-out ditch i>ehiwri the house.

>unped through the ear tvindow and wu fast 
asleep on the tront seat. 

The grand old nvin met his end Just a few 
months later in a tragic way. Tliere had been 
ports a coyote or pack of dogs killing sheep aM 
chickens on a nearby ranch and the ownera wero 
demanding action to reduce their losses. 

Sorrowful (ailed to retuni home from one of 
bis concerto and we found him later. He made 
the mtotake of eating some poitoned meat set 
out tor the predators and faded to malm it home. 

In the strange way people have thow wtw 
bad complained about his "singing" were the 
first to phone to say how they missed him. One 
day we hope to own aaother hound but he will 
have to send a pretty good song out into the chiU 
night air to till old Sorrowful's footprints.

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Phantom ship sailed 
on, leaving hundreds 
of men, women and 
children to perish

- Almowi Pacific Northuie$t 
ports fell victim as one shipping 
mishap occurred after another 90 
years ago. But none was as stagger¬ 
ing or controversial as the wreck 
of the ancient steamer Pacific^ but 
hours after she cleared Victoria, 
ISov. 4, 1875. 

This appalling disaster — only two of 
more than 250 persons survived—is one 
of the worst In west cout history. But 
the Paciflc’s loss is vividly r^nembered 
because, as she went down, the sturdy 
ve&sel which rammed her mysteriously 
sailed on, leaving hundreds of men, women 
and children to perish. . . . 

Much reference has been made to this 
tragedy iB recent years. But the original puzzle 
remains. How, even in the lerlloua days ^ sail 
a century ago, could such an accident occur? 

One Important factor was the Pacific her¬ 
self. SaU Ooloalst; 

"Built about 25 years since supply a sud¬ 
den demand tor ahipping In the California trade, 
she was not coosldei:^ a ladfe boat 17 years ago 
when Captain Wrl^t ran her to the Oregon and 
Vancouver Island trade; and steamers, it is well 
known, do not. like Wine, improve with age . . . 

"We eamealiy hope that as this terrible 
visitation has sealed the doom nearly 100 tslcl 
human bein^. It will also mark the close at 
the era of 'floating coffins' and ‘rotten tubs' in 
the North Pacific. It is appalling to reflect that 
between a passenger and instant destruction 
there is but a tfiki plaak. But when Uiat piaiik 
ia i-otten as well as thin . . . 

Few of the happy hondreds who pressed 
altoard the aging steamer could have appreciated 
her sorry conditkm. Families, miners and Chi¬ 
nese wtwkers lining her rails existed nothing 
beyond safe, uneventuful passage "beknv" to San 
FiiUicisoo. They probably did not even realize 
slie was dangeraiKty overloaded—seme passen¬ 
gers even had ellmb^ over rail .at the gang- 
pl.ink was removed. 

Ss. Pacific struggled from Victoria at 
in the morning at Nov. 4. That night she met 
tier dreadful fate off Cape Flattery. But it was 
not until four daya later Victorians learned of 
the calamity. 

A special edition of Tke ColoniHl' gave the 
few details then known. In a grim editorial, the 
saddened editor wrote; "The eatastroplie is so 
far-rcachiog that scarcely a household In Victoria 
hut has lost one or more of its members, or 
must strike from its list of living riends a face 
and form that found c\'er a warm gi;i^ting with¬ 
in their circle 

"A bolt out of the blue could not have caused 
more widespread oonsternaikm ... in aomo 
cases entire families hare tx'en swept away. In 
. others, fond wives , , . have gone down to an 
entiy grave. In others, the joyous, hnp|)y maiden; 
life sweet, timoeent prattling Itabe; the banker, 
the merchant, tbe miner, the public officer-all 
have found a common grave . . 

Pacific bad passed Tatoosh Light late in the 
afieiTMon. fighting a heavy sw'ell and strong 
vind. Six houTB later, when the collision oc¬ 
curred. the tired coaster was but 20 miles from 
shore. 

Most passengera w ere asleep when the sud¬ 
den crash sent them crowding on deck. The M- 
lowtng nightmare best is described by one of her 
two survivews, quartermaster Neil Henley. 

Henley had finlBhed his wateh at 8 p.m. and 
retired below, wtwn the Pacific shuddered under 


caught a floating box and dragged It on the raft. 
It kept the wind off, aod during tbe day 1 alept 
considerable.’' 

Earfy In the morning of Nov. 8, four daya 
after the disaster. Henley was picked up by tbe 
revenue cutter Oliver Wolcott. ‘The haggard tea¬ 
man suffered from e^qiosure. ahock. hunger and 
exhaustion. But he was alive. 

Only other survivor was passenger Houy F. 
Jefiey, who lashed himself to the Pacific's pilot¬ 
house, which had tom loose when the ateamer 
sank. Rescued two days later by the bark Mes¬ 
senger, he first said Pacific “stmek a rock south 
of Cape Flattery." 

Rushed to port, he aroused tbe hopes st Che 
crowds lining Victoria docks, waiting for word 
of missing relatives and friends. JeUey thought 
the two lifeboats had been safely launched . . . 


Impact. Jumping from his bunk, he found "vreter 
rushing into the hold at a furious rale. 

"On reaching the deck all was confusion. I 
looked on the starboard beam and saw a large 
vessel under sail, which they said had struck the 
steamer . . . The captain and officers were try¬ 
ing to kM-er the boats but the passengers crowded 
in against their commands, making (heir efforts 
useless. There were 15 women and six men In 
the boat widi me, but she struck the ship and 
filled instantly, and when I came up I caught 
hedd of a skyli^t, which soon capsized ..." 

While aboard tbe stricken Pacific. Henley 
had helped launch one lifeboat, then assisted in 
lowering another. ‘Hie first splintered against 
Pacific's hull, erushing a baby wnich had been 
placed In the boat by its mother, and drowning 
die other occupants . , . Henley Jumped into 


die second craft, but It "was so crammed with 
people she could not be rowed; 1 think the boat 
was damaged by coming against the ship, as I 
found she was half-fuii of water inm^lately 
afteru’ard." / 

It was then he struck fUt on his owe. au1m- 
ming to the steamer's floating hurricane deck. 
When he looked for the ship, she had disappeared 
. . . Already clinging to tiv crowded hurricane 
deck was Capt. J. D. Howell, second mate \. 
Wells, a cook, another quartermaster and three 
paasengers, Including a woman. 

Capt. Howell's career hadT been exciting. 
Bruther^ln-law of Confederate President Jeffer¬ 
son Davis, he had been imprisoiied with his 
famous relative after a gallant rele in the rebel 
navy. Later returning to sea. he had skippered 
several coastal steamers. Shortly before his last 
command, his .ship Los Angeles had wrecked oft 
TUfamook Head. After "encountering unnum¬ 
bered perils, he reached the land and brought 
intelligence of the disaster to Astoria." 

' Now he and his dixmchcd companions shiv¬ 
ered on their tiny float. Pacific had gone down; 
no iifelioats were to be .vt'en. Screams of toe 
droM-ning haunted them in the darkness-then 
silence. The phantom ship which had struck 
Pacific her death blow sailed on into the night. 

Tlicn, said Hfniey, it was all over; the cries 
had ceased, and we were alone on Ibe raft." 

Follotving is hi.s heartrending account of the 
ordeal aboard the piece of wreckage, as the sea 
stole his comrades one by one: "At 1 a.m. the 
sea w'as making a clean breach over the raft. 
At 4 a m. a heavy sea washed over us. Carrying 
away the captain, second mate, toe lady and an¬ 
other passenger, leaving four of us . . At 9 a m.. 
the cook died and rolled off into the tea." 

The hours passed, the hardship increased. 
Late the following afternoon, "the mist cleared 
away, and we saw luid about 15 miles away. We 
also saw a piece of wreckage wlto two men on it. 
At 5 p.m. another man expired, and early the 
next morning the other one d‘ed. leaving me 
alone. Soon after the de.ith of the last mu) 1 


A fleet of rescue vessels Immediately sailed 
to search for other survivors. Hundreds con¬ 
tinued to wail and pray at the walerfrcnt for in¬ 
formation. When the steamer Gussie Telfair 
docked in the evening of Nov. 10. the was 
alight with lanterns and torches. The anxious 
erovvds pressed forward, asking those aboard for 
any news. 

A deckhand wearily replied: "We've got two 
men and a woman, dead, no one else." 

Tbe Colonist reported; "It seemed as If all 
Victoria had gathered there to mourn . . . Be¬ 
fore the boat was made fast the eager throng 
passed over the guards and rushed back to the 
spot where three narrow, mound-like something 
fsic) covered with tarps showed that there lay 
the remains of three human beings who, with 
300 others, full of life and energy, sailed aWay 
from this port a few days before . . . 

TiMf Inst body, that of a 25-year-oId woman, 
was "scanned . . . for a trace of resetiiblanee to 
some loved one known to have been on board 
the ill-fated ship.” Silently, hundreds passed toe 
tiny fonn. none able to say. "that was my daugh¬ 
ter,' ‘or my wife.’ or my sister, wlio was lost 
is toe Pacific.' " All sIxMk their heads and 
turned away Suddenly a "prominent citizen'* 
rushed forward and idenlified her. ITie crowd 
rejoiced, finding some satisfaction in tbe fact 
she had been claimed. ‘ 

In following days, more bodies and wreckage 
were found A shattered rewhoat drifted ashore 
near Qover Point. A grimmer discovery was 
the body of attractive Funny Palmer. 19, wte> had 
sailed aboard the Pacific to job) her sisters in 
San Francisco; her remains floated ashore al¬ 
most at toe very doorstep of her home 

The body of gold commissioner John Howe 
Bullivan was found at Becher Bay iidians. 
He was interred at Ross Bay Cemetery. 

To date, nothing had been hear, of the phan¬ 
tom sailing ship which had nudged Pacific on 
that fateful ni^. No one knew her identity or 
whereabouts; all prayed she would aoon dock 
with survivors. On Nov. M. the ghastly facta

•hgine a nod waa backing and gave ua a glanefag 
blow, lor ahe botmeed off and again atmak oa 
at the main ti^inut backstaya, taraaktiig tha 
chain plates.” 

Padfle had struck him agata, be mU. lenv- 
tag Urn "comparatively a wrook on ths ata^ 
board tide.'' When his crew had nsdisd to their 
emergency stathna, they found Orpheua half-full 
ef water, and Saaryer had set about repalrhig 
bti ship, which engaged hia attention “tO to 15 
mtoutes " He said he had been too busy duitag 
this tinw to kwk after ths steamer. 


Safely underway once more, Sawyer looked 
back, but nothing waa to be seen or beard, ilia 
men then commenced to berate the other tYssel, 
be said, tor not having acen to their tajurieil 
‘Die court tlnaUy gi anted Sawyer the henelit 
nt the doubt Ha waa widely respected (up unid 
tiila time! althooidi a hard master, which' waa 
tiKMight (he motivo of bis erewmen ttying m 
dcatfuy him.

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snuebem and of Isaac Lake into a hole ia the 
mountaina In which nestles McLeary Lake. Thia 
' segment of our journey provides ua with all the 
wlety one can encounter on a canoe trip^ The 
river hmves Isaac Lake in a short fast chute 
iridch pours into a swift clear half mile reach 
of river ending to a foaming cascade. 

The river to the cascades is navigable. That 
U more than can be said for the l^-mlle portage 
around the cascades. ‘lYiis waa the toughest 
portage we encountered on the wtwle trip, Ite 
■teep. littered trail forced us to scramble over 
roots, rocks and logs and all the trees seemed 
to be spaced IS feet apart making it exceedtoghr 
difficult to carry our IS'foot oatioM through. The 
ptuics boys could weU spend a couple of days in 
here with a power saw. Below the cascades we 
were able to travel by water a half-mile not to 
3&-fODt Isaac Fails, a short safe fascinating run. 
A diort sleep portage of cne-quarter mile took 
Ui over a hiD and dropped us down to the foot 
of the falls where Isaac River empties into beau¬ 
tiful McLeary Lake. 

This Is indeed calendar coiBtry A wee gem 
of a lake sumKBded by 3,000 anddBOO-foot snow- 
covered peaks. Tbe sUt-laden^aribou River 
empties into the southeast casne* of the lake 
and its green water flows out of tbe souttaaest 
eomr to a 4H-inile run into Lanezf Lake. We 
found it well worth while to ipesid eo extra day 
here enjoying tbe superb socsiery and photo¬ 
graphing the moose feeding to the marshes of 
the Caribou River. 

A most interesting tnoming was spent on the 
next leg of our journey, running the 4H-tnita 
Stretch of the Caribou River Into Lanezi Lake. 

The swift opaque gladal waters preeent a 
problem for toe bowman to read the river prop¬ 
erly and avoid tbe shallow rocks and snags lying 
ahead. On the river the bowman becomes the 
skipper. The trick is to paddle faster than toe 
current to maintain steerage with a good bow¬ 
man to draw or throw the boot to avoid all ob¬ 
stacles. My wife as bowman did an excellent 
Job and with some ratoer voluble comments from 
(he stem we managed to navigate around the 
tight bends and (he hidden sweepera, reaching 
(be grey green waters of Lanezi Lake stiO dry 
with only a few mincM' scratches on the canoes. 

Lanezi'Lake stretches for 11 miles along toe 
southern boundary of the park. We spent a 
pleasant three hours paddling ovct Its opaque 
surface scanning tbe sheep and goat ranges 
which rise steeply above the lake on both sides 
leading up to the jagged snowy peaks. 

A mlle-loog wide shallow gut of water leads 
from toe western end of Lanezi Lake into the 
wide shallow waters of Sandy Lake. Here the 
whole character of the counby changes aheuptly. 
Ihe mountains suddenly become serft rounded and 
docile. The pines are more abundant Tbe west¬ 
ern boundary of the park Ilea on the threshold 
of toe caribou country. We camped on the quiet

quiw essential to make tiie sharp turn to the 
left Into the aacrow entrance uf 'Jnos Lake as 
a hall mile past thia entrance the Caribou River 
thioiders over an B5-foot waterfall. 

A pleasant one mils walk through stands of 
ptne and apruoa brought ttt to the Caribou Fails. 
We photographed this spectacular and return -d 
rather quickfy to our boats at Unna. This part 
ai the country is noted (or grizzly and the com¬ 
plete lack of cilmbable trees made us somewhat 
reluctant to get too far away from our boats. A 
strenuous quarter-mile peddle back upstream 
brought us to the entrance of Three Mile Creek. 
Incidentally the knowledge of an 8S-fo(A water* 
(aU downstream provides excellent incentive 'or 
a brisk paddle upstream. My wife never missed 
a stnAe. We would continue north now on the 
last leg of our journey. 

We lined our boats up Three Mile Oeek to 
Babcock Lake, ’nils Is rather an interesting (>ro 
cedure. The creek was too shallow to float the 
boats with occupants, so we proceded s la the 
Volga boatman, wading through tiie muck and 
hauling our otherwise loaded canoes. Five fresh 
tteavsr dams on this stretch complicated matters 
as we had ta manhandle toe boats over the dams 
then paddle a hundred yards or so over ths 
deeper backed-up water and into the stream 
again. ITte slae and numlwr of the dams cer¬ 
tainly ImpreMsd us with the englDeerini leata 
el tbe beavers. 

The early morning mlsta raSing off Babcock 
Lake taought ua fo the first of toe two short rati 
portages. From Babcock Lake into Scot Lake 
and from Skol Into Spectacle Lake the parks 
branch have provided two short stretches of 
wooden rail ltoe through the bush and a band 
car which can be loaded and pushed. This would 
be bandy for a heavy (mat. tiit as the portages 
wer e short and the hand can heavy we elected 
to carry the canoes through ip our uaual fashion. 
Little Skoi Lake is a beaver’s paradise We 
photographed three large beaver and evidence 
ef ttwir work was everywhere. 

WhOT we dropped our boats Into the south 
end of Spectacle Litoe we realized we had com¬ 
pleted oar last portage. Only U mOea of paddling 
lay b etw ee n us and ■ hot liath and a go^ steak 
dinner. The weather conditions were perfect » 
ere carried on torough Spectacle Lake into Swan 
Lake and on to the meandering Bowron River 
which winds for three or four miles Into the , 
south end of Bowron Lake. We we^ in luck. 
Eight miles ef Bowron (.ake lay before us was 
mirror smootii. ideal for paddling. This ia a 
fairly wide lake and can get very nasty in a wind. 
We would not have looked forward to a stiff j{k 
wind paddle on this our last day. 

During eight nights and nine days in the 
wlldeniess we had paddled nearly SO miles, 
portaged seven or eight miles and completed the 
circuit returning to our point ef departure. A holi¬ 
day such as this is a prescription I would heartily 
recOTnmend. Good for both body and soul. 
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In mitigation it must be realized 
that Bishop was only 19 at the 
height of his fame and that in war 
one reckons "kills" means in num¬ 
bers of machines destroyed and 
rarely associates it all with the loss 
of human lives. 

The wartime exploits naturally 
take up the bulk of space in the 
book, but I fcHind the beginning and 
end to be more interesting. 

Bishop was a scholastic failure 
and almost a social misfit. If be 
had been a youth today he would 
probably have been a juvenile de¬ 
linquent. The war came just in 
time to enable him to.channel his 
.energy and daring into the respect¬ 
able trade of licensed killer. 

Although a rotten flyer—he never 
did learn to land a plane properly 
—he was a brilliant marksman, out¬ 
standingly courageous and a bom 
leader. 

Bishop's fame rested on what he 
accomplished luring a few months 
as a young man and for the re¬ 
mainder of his life everything else 
he did, including his sterling work 
during the Second World War, was 
a series of anti-climaxes. 

He died a frustrated mui hoping

If hat ii courage? 

My dictionary defines 
it a» ^that quality of char¬ 
acter which enables men, 
by orercoming fear, to 
encounter danger and 
difficulties.** 

That covers a lot of ground 
—the mine rescuer, the climber 
of Everest, the early polar ex- 
ploters, the tail-gunner of a 
bomber over enemy territory, 
the steeplejack and the high- 
wire acrobat who perfoi-ms 
without a net. 

The list is endless for Lt must also 
encompass the obvimts courage of a 
Churchill and the not so obvious 
courage of a Verwoerd. 

Tlie definition, however, leaves 
out of account ^at other kind of 
bravery, the sustained courage of a 
man who battles life with a severe 
physical handicap, the young widow 
who consciously sacrifices her life 
in service to her children and the 
many elderly, distinguished men 
wIh> risk their reputations 
estKKising a just but unpopular 
cause. 

Two varieties of courage are 
graphically illustrated by the pub- 
licaiiixi this week of biographies of 
two famous Canadians. Both served 
In the First World War. One became 
tanKMis for what he did during the 
war and the other for what he ac¬ 
complished as a direct result of the 
liar 

The Courage of the Early Mora* 
lue is the story of Billy Bishop, as 
toid iiy his son. This legendary Can-

age which Napoleon once said was 
the rarest—the courage of the early 
morning." 

The other book under review. Na 
CompromiHe, deals with a totally 
different form of uMirage, the cour¬ 
age that refuses to brook adversity* 

It is the biography of Col. Eddie 
Baker who, blinded in the First 
World War while serving in France, 
refused to acknowledge his handi¬ 
cap and came home to Canada to 
wage an unceasing battle on behalf 
of all blind Canadians. 

Although this is essentially the 
history of the Canadian National In¬ 
stitute fw the Blind, which Baker 
founded and made his life's work, 
it is really the story of a great 
man's unquenchable courage. 

Col. Baker battled against odds 
that would have floored most men 
with sight. He battled the ptditl- 
cians, toured the country making 
speeches, raising funds and urging 
the bliitd to help themselves. He 
never traded on his handicap. He 
didn't need to for he was a match 
for any man. His energy, business 
acumen, courage and forthright 
honesty, to say nothing of the just¬ 
ness of his cause, floored all oppo- 
sitiofi. 

Eddie Baker has also managed 
to make his private life as satisfying 
as.his iMiblic life. Mrs. Campbell's 
description of the rich Baker do 
mestic existence makes heartwann- 
ing reading. 

For those of us who. from time 
to time, find life’s problems almost 
too heavy to shoulder tt»e ins^Hring 
story of Eddie Baker should cause 
us to take stock of our blessing. 

Both as an inspiration, and as an 
absorbing tale well told. I can 
heartily recommend No Compto 
mlse. 

As examples of different forms of 
courage these IxMks about famous 
Canadiwis complement one another. 
'Hwy're both well worth having.

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^HIS BIG FAULT—HE WAS TOO EASY

' The hantUo'me badge of 188S~ 
99 Victoria Chief of Police Henry 
W, Sheppard hoM been presented 
to Chief of Police John Gregory 
by IHrs. Katherine English on be¬ 
half of the late Mrs, Rachel Blick 
of Tacoma, Chief Sheppard*i 
daughter. 

Chief Gregory hopes to have a police 
archives in the new police building, and 
thei-e will be displayed such treasures of 
history as Chief Sheppard’s badge, which, 
on the back, is inscribed: "Presented to 
H.W.S. by his friend, Andrew, 1892." The 
i)uestion arises: Who was Andrew? I don’t 
suppose now that we will ever know. 

Also given to Chief Gregory Is the original 
letter that Mayor Charles E. Redlem wrote Jan. 
10. 1900: “This is to certUy that Mr. U?'W. Stiep- 
panl whs a member of the Victoria police force 
for 23 years; Ul yean as constable, two years 
as sergeant and 11 yean as chief of poUee. 

“During the whole of that time he was « 
zealous and faithful officer in the discharge of 
his duty and has the esteem and respect of ail 
our cltiaens. 

“On his resigning his positioo as chief of 
police St ttie end of 1899 he was aj^tolnted to the 
position of Indian int e rpeet e r. and assisIaDt prose¬ 
cutor in the police court, «diich position he now 
holds." 

Though a resident of Tacoma for many yean. 
Mrs. Slick's fint love waa Victoria where die 
was bom in February of 1885. bi 19Q she came 
to Victoria as one of the city’s honmd pioneers 
on the occasion <A Victoria's centeoniai. and she 
was a guest at the mayor’s dinner at the.Em¬ 
press and the ileutenant-govemor'a garden party 
at Govenunent House. 

Many of her family pictures, marriage cer¬ 
tificates. and her family album have now come 
to Victoria and are in the '^vinctal Archives. 

Chief Sheppard was a well-loved figure in 
Victoria for many yean. Victoria was smallish 
in those days, despite the excitement caused by 
the sealing crews, the navy sailon and the 
Yukon gold adventuren. Everyotn. loved Chief 
Shep|«rd, and he loved everywie else—and be¬ 
cause of this he came a bit of a cropper. 

One of his constables was given to ttie drink, 
as the Irish would say, but his boss, the chief, 
closed his eyes ipd ttte other way because 

this partlcbiar constable ms a good fellow and 
did a good )ob when not on the bottle. The chief 
just could not bear (o fire him or report him to 
the police oommitslon, and in due couree such 
action caui^t up with him. 

There waa an official enquiry, and it was 
decided that perhaps It would be bmt if the chief 
•topped down, and so he did. 

Tbr cioiiitoBl commented: "There wlU be no 
disposition on the part ot anyone to speak harshly 
of The retiring chief, whose chief fault lay in his 
g<7od nature, too great an amount of that estim¬ 
able quality being a detriment to the incumbent 
of such a position. We do not know whether it 
K-lII be proposed to provide Mr. Sheppard with 
some other employment in ennnectlon with the

city, but if there is any available post he would 
like to have and fur which he is adapted Ibe 
ColMUst would be glad to see him ge* it. 

"He has been 22 years in the service of the 
city and his pay during that time has never been 
great. He can hardly be in a position to do 
without an income of some sort. When a man 
has done police duty for nearly a quarter of a 
century he ought not to be turned adrift without 
• thought as to his future. 

"to his younger days he was considered ooe 
of the moat capable officers, and when appointed 
chief there were few men considered mcKv com¬ 
petent than he. In later years, however, his age 
has toid against him and his gratest fault has 
been that he was too easy-going. 

"During the years that he has been at the 
head of the police department, Mr. Sheppard has, 
in addition to his other duties, acted as Oiinook 
interpreter, and in many cases aa prosecuting 
officer. In these capacities he has saved the 
citizens a good deal of money." 

Chief Swppard had had his troubles, as all 
police chiefs do, and always will. There was a 
shortage ot men on the torce; the citizens all 
erled there should be more men, but when more 
were added to the force and the taxes went up 
the ettizenry bowled, and then the aldermen, 
seeing votee, pinched pennies, and so Chief 
Sheppard was often frustrated. 

He suffered one humiliating drawback, aa 
we may gather ftom thir note'in The Oelenial 
in 1892: “Wanted—a huny-up wagon, commonly 
cailed a Black Maria—one of the first peculiari¬ 
ties of Victoria to claim the attention of visitors 
from more populous centm li the absence of 
paorol boxes and a police patrol, the evidence 
^ which is the far-from-edifying spectacle oi men 
being dragged to the lock-up through the streets, 
swearing and objecting frequently, and affording 
In themselves a source of considerable annoy¬ 
ance. as well aa too much hard work for the 
patroimeei. 

*Tt is now suggested that the lower floor of 
the Qty Hall extension, recently vacated by the 
firemen and immediately adjoining the station 
barracks of the police may be converted into 
quarters for a patrol wagon and horse." 

However, aa far as I can leant today Chief 
Sheppard, during his term, never did have a 
patnM wagon and horse and nad to endure "the 
tar-from^difying spectacle of men being dragged 
to the lock-up through the streets " 

Chief Sheppard married a widowed lady, 
Mrs. Ellen Whitley, who had one ton, who be¬ 
came as a son to Chief Shei^rd, and was big 
brother to Rachael and Charlie Sheppatd. and 
they had a happy home in Victoria. 

Willie Whitley went off to the South African 
-war. In 1900 he wrote to sister Rachael: "1 take 
much pleasure in writing you a few lines, to let 
you know ttiat yopr brother ia well and tei the 
best of health at present, but there is a lot of 
aickness here just now. We have had no tents 
to sleep In for a long time, and It is the wet 
season Whm It does rain it Is a downpour and 
lasts for a day or two. This is very pretty aoun- 
try and will be a great En^ah country in the 
future." 

A few months later word eame of Willie 
Whitley’s death, in hospital in South Africa. Col. 

W. D- Otter, officer commandtag the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Regiment, wrote to Mr. ateppard: "I can¬ 
not tell you how sorry I was to learn of his ifoath. 
as he had. while with me, proved himself euch 
a willing, obliging and reliable man and such, 
Indeed, was hta character thraughoul the regt- 
m«t. He had been ailing tor sometime and 
though I wished and advised him to go to hos¬ 
pital. he plucMiy persisted in remainmg at his 
duly until nature refused to hold out any longer 
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CHIEF HENBY 8HEPPABO in troet sf old 
poUes Btatioa. 


and then, unfortunately, he had net the strength 
nor vitality to fight against the disease—enteric 
fever." 

Whitley's stridier pais made a oollectioa 
among themaelves and erected a monument over 
his grave in South Africa—be was 22. 

That same year of 1900 more sorrow came 
to the Sheppard house when Charles James died 
..." 'Charlie' aa he was popularly cailed, was 
a Victoria boy, and would have attained his IStti 
year next month. At the various fetes in the 
Caledonia Grounds in former years he invart- 
ably carried off the palm as the beat attired bor 
In Highland costume and his medals in this 
respect are very numerous. Fot sometinae he 
was employed at the store of Mr. John Piercy, 
but ill health oompeiied him to rellnquiah bis 
position. 

"He was a bugler in No. 2 Company, 9th 
Regiment. The young mao v as most highly es¬ 
teemed by a large number of acquaintances, his 
never-failing good nature, kindly and considerate 
dispoaition winning him many friends, by wIxmq 
be will be sadly missed." 

In 1909 Mr. Sheppard had a birthday, and 
The Onlofilet told the story: "Active and alert, 
despite the more than three-score and 10 years 
which have passed over his head, Henry She^H 
pard. gaoler at the police station . , . celebrated 
his 74th birthday, completing nearly 30 years of 
service on the local police force. He was the 
recipient of hearty congratulations from his fel¬ 
low members on the f<M-ce, to whom he is affeo- 
tkmately known as 'Dad.' 

"In June of 1862 Mr. Sheppard arrived in 
Victoria on die Alice Tbonidyke after a quick 
passage from New Zealaod. The tales ot the 
rich gold finds in the Cariboo district proved the 
lure which called him. and scores o* other An- 
dpodeans. to ttiis ixxmtry. Shortly after his 
arrival here Mr. Shep^Mud set out for Cariboo, 
and spent two years, returning to Victoria for 
U nvxiths and was a member of the local polieo 
foeoe under Sergeant McBride, father of Premier 
MeBride. the decease of Mr. McBride a few 
days ago. Mr. Sheppard la the last survivini 
membw of the pidice force of that time. 

"Late in 18(B Mr. IStepoaid again went to 
Cariboo, where he remaineiF'itoti] 1875, when he 
returned (o Victoria and than went on a sis 
months' visit to his old home bi New Zealand, 
but Doming bade to Victoria which he ahvaya 
insists is the finest place on earth." 

A few years after this Mr. 9ieppard died hi 
Victoria, having outlived his two wive*.
